Mr. Robert E. Maynard, in the 
Owl column of the Silent Worker, 
gives me passing mention as a 
" singer of the weals and woes of 
the deaf." Thanks, awfully. This 
is the first time I have lieen called 
a singer, and I recollect that short 
ly before I lost my hearing I said to 
a girl playmate that I wanted to be- 
come a celebrated singer. A few 
weeks later came the deafness 
which made the odd childish wish 
of mine iinpossilile of realization. 
I would prefer to sing more about 
the " weals" and less about the 
" woes" of the deaf, but the latter 
are more in evidence. Perhaps Mr. 
Maynard does not know that I am 
an "Owl" too — that is, I was one 
of the gills who foun<led tlie O. W. 
L. S. at Gallaudet. In my last let- 
ter I answere<l his query about the 
F. S. D. A prominent deaf man 
once told me that the one thing 
which kept him from joining the F. 
S. D., was that he would have to 
take an oath of secrecy when being 
initiated, and he could not do that, 
as ho never had any secrets from 
his wife. So the F. S D. lost him! 

Really, I don't see why our deaf 
women shonid not take more inter- 
est in public questions regarding 
the deaf. English women of the 
higher class are noted for their un- 
derstanding of politics, and even 
make political speeches for their 
husbands. Of these. Lady Ran- 
dolph Chunthill (Mrs. Cornwallis 
W«'sl) is a notable example. 

I note that Mr. Maynard dofts not 
favor Colorado as a location for the 
" National Home." How would 
Council Bluffs or Omaha suit him ? 
Each .of these cities is the ter- 
minus of many railways, and if a 
National Home for the Aged and 
Infirm Deaf was located in one of 
these cities, it would have the ad- 
vantage of having the deaf of the 

two cities interested in its welfare.

The first re-union of graduates 
and former pupils of the Louisiana 
School for the Deaf, was held at 
the Institution, Baton Rouge, La. , 
May 27th, 28tli, and 29th, aud it, 
in every respect, proved a most 
gratifying success. About one 
hundred were in attendance as 
guests of the Board of Trustees of 
the Institute. Superintendent S. 
T. Walker acted as mine host to per- 
fection, and was ably assisted by 
the members of the Faculty. This 
happy occasion brought together 
the fruit and flower of the Louisi- 
ana deaf — yoirth and old age mingled 
together to renew ties of friend- 
ship and recall old times. One and 
all seemed to marvel at the trans- 
formation of their Alma Mater 
wrought by the magic wand of Su- 
perintendent Walker. And every one 
seemed charmed with the per- 
sonality of Mr. Walker and his elo- 
quence in signs, and the hospitality 
of the Institution. 

There was universal expression of 
regret at the contetuplated resigna- 
tion of Mr. Walker as Superinten- 
dent. Resolutions to tliat effect 
were pa.ssed. And at the closing 
session, Mr. Walker was presented 
with a magnificent gold fob charm, 
set with diamonds — one side bear- 
ing an Elk head aud on the reverse 
the inscription: " S. T. Walker, 
from liis silent La. friends, May, 
rgoS." Mr. J. A. Mashaw made 
the presentation address, while Miss 
Jessie Cooper handed the gift, amid 
much applause. 

The first day's sessiou of the re- 
union was held iu the chapel on the 
27th at 2:20 in the afternoon. Su- 
perintendent Walker opened the 
meeting with a few remarks, and iu- 
trodirced Rev. Father J. F. Solignac 
to say opening prayer. 

In absence of Governor Sanders 
aud Mayor Bynum, Mr. Walker 
gave the address of welcome. The 
response was made by J. "^A. Mas- 
haw, of Winn Parish. 

Grey Barhatn, of Morehouse Par- 
ish, and J. A. Mashaw were appoint- 
ed temporary Chairman and Secre- 
tary, resi)ectively. 

Committees on Credentials, Re- 
solutions, and Constitution and By- 
Laws, were then appointed. 

Upon invitation, addresses were 
by Profs. Tracy, Goodwin, Sullivan, 
Garrett, and Miss Hall. 

The meeting then adjourned. 
The second meeting was held the 
following morning at nine. 

The reports of cxjramittee on per- 
manent organization were read. 
The constitution aud by-laws fram- 
ed by the committee was adopted 
after considerable discirssiou. The 
Association will hereafter iSe known 
as the " Louisiana As.sociation of 
the Deaf." Meetings are to be held 
every three years at a place decided 
upon by the Executive Committee, 
which is made up of the officers. 
Menil>ership fees for gentlemen, one 
dollar, for ladies, fifty cents, pay- 
able at regular meetings. Those 
over sixty years of age are exempt 
from payment. 

Reminiscences of Miss Herrlinger, 
Messrs. Barbier, Will and Betat 
were then given, which afforded 
much pleasure and amusement. 
Meeting then adjourned. 
The Association was photograph- 
ed in a lH)dy, and at 5 o'clock a call 
was made on Governor Sanders and 
State Superintendent of Education 
Aswell at the State House, where 
they were cordially received. 

The day's program wound up with 
a ball iu the night, in dining room, 
at which the dreamy waltz, the 
Virginia reel, the "dumb band" 
and merry chatterbox, were much 
in evidence. 

The third and last day of the re- 
union opened at 9 o'clock .\.m., with 
Chairman Barham in the chair.

Resolutions thanking the Board of Trus- 
tees, Superintendent, teachers and officers 
were also passed, then the meeting adjourn- 
ed sine die. 

Among the other pleasures sand- 
wiched in between the three-day 
session : we re at the moving pic- 
tures show, a visit to the Elks 
House, a game of base ball in which 
the old " grads" came out victorious 
over a • strong picked team from 
town — and last but not least the 
presentation by the fair ones of a 
liandsome gold bracelet to Miss 
Hereford, the beloved supervisor in 
charge of the girls 

Another event of no small impor- 
tance, the day after the reunion, 
was the marriage of Prof Edward 
Hume Garrett and Miss Charlotte 
Emma Hall, members of the Faculty. 
It was a quiet affair — only a few 
intimate friends being present at 
the cermony at St. James Episcopal 
Church, Rev. Mr. Tucker officiating 
and Prof. Walker acting as inter- 
preter. 

The happy couple left on the 
evening train for a wedding trip to 
the Ozark Mountains in Missouri 
and Arkansas.

Some had 
completed their lime limit, and 
hence were not expectant in the 
way of a card. The year's work 
showed good results both on the 
part of the pupils and teachers, and 
heuce both will feel happy tor a re- 
lief a three months' vacation from 
arduous work. 

Wednesday was home-going day 
and the following portrays the 
scene at the front of the main build- 
ing iu the morning. 

Wednesday will be ' ' home-going 
day" at the State Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb. By 4 o'clock 
in the .morning everybody will be 
astir at the big house and by 9: 30 
nearly every child will be out of the 
building and ou the way home for 
the summer vacatiou. 

Have you ever seen the start ? 
Baggagemen from the various rail- 
roads go out beforehand and check 
all baggage at the institution and 
the children are also provided with 
tickets there. Long before trains 
are due the 450 children are inarched 
to the entrance of the building and 
await the call of their trains. Great 
big ' buses stand waiting for them. 

Superintendent Jones is down 
near the carnages and calls up the 
steps to Dr. Robert Patterson, prin- 
cipal of the school, the names of 
the roads and then Dr. Patterson 
spells out by the sign language the 
names of the children to go on those 
trains. When the hack is filled the 
children are ' ' checked up' ' to see 
that all who go on that train are 
there. Then Harrison Grigsby 
hands to each pupil in the 'bus a 
paper bag cxjutaining a lunch, and 
off for the depot the load starts. 

Think of the scramble it takes to 
get one member of your own fami- 
ly olT iu time to catch the train with 
all his baggage and things, then mul- 
tiply that by 450 and add a factor 
of defectiveness that makes these 
children partially helpless, and you 
will have an estimate of the amount 
of effort exi>ended at this State insti- 
tution Wednesday morning.

There 
is .some interest as to how the mute 
will testify."

He was told by 
his parents not to worry, as they 
had plenty, and they thought that he 
had given up the thought, but he 
informed friends while up town yes- 
terday that he intended to end his 
life Last night, but they did not think 
he meant it.

One of 
them was killed by the train 12 years 
ago. The other lives here. He h.as 
another brother and two sisters.

Xhe <jiallandet Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to thelateliev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just weat 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit tlie erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediQceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whiob his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The now building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
tive feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent x>oopleB. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
